- HATS OFF TO THE FLAG! 

|The Three Hundred and Twenty-fifth 
régiment of the national army, in training at 
Camp Gordon, will march through the streets 
of Atlanta Thursday morning at 9 o’clock. 
It will, of course, be headed by the national 


colors. 

Just a word to the people of Atlanta: 

For many years in the north and west it 
has been the custom whenever the flag 
passes for everybody to uncover in deference 
and respect to the colors. 

The people here are none the less patri- 
otic than those of any other part of the 
country, although undoubtedly they have 
been more indifferent in the matter of salut- 
ing the flag. 

At Camp Gordon last Friday were per- 
haps 25,000 citizens of Atlanta who thought 
enough of the boys there, and of the flag 
under which those boys are serving, and of 
all that it stands for, to go out there to see 
the wonderful review of the Eighty-second 
division by the governor of the state; yet, 
when the regiments passed, one after an- 
other, each with the flag at its head, prob- 
ably not one-half of the thousands of specta- 
tors did the ordinary courtesy of raising 
their hats to the colors. 

It was not that those indifferent ‘thou- 
sands meant anything by their failure to 
uncover as the flag passed. It was not that 
they were not profoundly impressed. The 
man who stood with hat on was none the 
less moved by patriotic fervor than was the 
man at his elbow who stood at attention 

with head uncovered. 

| Southern children have not been taught 
from infancy to bestow upon the national 
colors this mark of respect upon all occa- 
sions, as the children of the north and west 
are taught. 

Is it not time to begin, not only at the 
hearthstone, but in our public schools—and 
more particularly in the precept and ex- 
ample of every man’s action when the flag 
passes—to inculcate the observance of this 
siniple form of demonstration of reverence 
for the flag of our country! 

Tf millions of our sons can cross the 
ocean to die, if necessary, for the cause for

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TRUCKS TO THE RESCUE. © 

In point of importance as a national 
requisite, better transportation means and 
facilities stand second only to food crops 
production. | 

First comes the growing and the harvest- 
ing of the crops; then getting them to 
market. | 

‘The railroads of the country never be- 
fore in history were so heavily burdened as 
they are today. Under war conditions the 
demands of the military, for the transporta- 
tion of troops, munitions and supplies ‘for 
army and naval uses, together with the nor- 
mal civilian requirements, are taxing the 
rail carriers to the limit of their capacity. 
In fact, even for that the roads with their 
present equipment are eo barely ade- 
quate. 

When the harvest comes on and the 
year’s field production begins to move there 
is a grave danger of a transportation failure 
that may prove to be of world-wide conse- 
quencé. 

Nor is there probability that the present 
equipment of: motive power or rolling stock 
can be materially augmented in time to 
serve in meeting the extraordinary fall de- 
mand. 

The motor vehicle, however, suggests a 
simple, expeditious and economical means 
of solving the transportation problem, and 
of saving farmers and shippers great, and 
otherwise inevitable, loss. 

This means of transportation could easily 
be employed to take care of the major por- 
tion of the short haulage of the country to 
the relief of the steam carriers, leaving 
them free to handle the long-distance move- 
ments of freight, and enable them to main- 
tain their passenger and express schedules. 

There is no reason why the greater part 
of the hauling between farm and shipping 
point should not be done by motor truck, 
thus effecting a marked saving in time, labor 
and horse power. 

A concrete example of the possibilities 
of such a saving was recently afforded in 
Alabama. Twelve miles from Anniston a 
certain planter eonducts an eight-plow farm. 
Until this year he hauled all of his cotton 
to market by wagon. The best one man and 
a team of mules could do was to haul four 
bales at a trip, and a trip consumed a full 
day. This year, however, he used a truck 
and a trailer, with which one man moved 
thirty-seven bales, as against four under the 
old method, leaving the mules free for nec- 
essary work in the fields. 

That, of course, does not relieve the 
railroads of any of their burden; but there 
is no valid reason why the greater part, if 
not all, of the short haulage between cities 
and towns should not be handled by gaso- 
line-driven trueks instead of by freight loco- 
motives and cars as at present. 

When a merchant in Marietta, for ex- 
ample, orders a bill of goods from an Atlanta 
wholesaler, why should not that merchan- 
dise be shipped to Marietta via the truck- 
and-trailer method instead of by steam? 

- There is a tremendous amount of just 
such freight transportation throughout the 
country: Every important city, in fact, is 
central of a territory of distribution, just as 
is Atlanta; and there is no good reason why, 
with an adequate system of hard-surface 
highways, all of such short-haulage, should 
not be taken care of by truck and trailer, to 
the relief of the rail carriers. And such 
relief would be tremendous, and simplify 
the transportation problem in a way that 
would count large in the winning of the 
war. 

The “small farmer,” or the merchant 
whose business is not great, would, perhaps, 
find it unprofitable to fnvest in a motor 
truck, not having work enough’ to keep it 
busy. But there is no reason why two, or 
three, or a community of such farmers, or 
several such merchants, should not combine 
and buy motor equipment with which to 
meet their joint transportation needs, thus 
saving money for themselves, making pos- 
sible greater food production on the farms 
where labor at best is bound to be at a pre- 
mium this fall, and at the same time sim- 
plify the transportation problem that con- 
fronts the entire ‘country. 

The motor truck is the coming means of 
practically all short-haul freight transporta- 
tion; and there probably will be no time in 
the future when need for its general adop- 
tion will serve to a more beneficent purpose 
all around than right now.

GEORGIA TRAVELERS 
ARE ASKED TO HELP 
ENFORCE FOOD LAW 


Members of the U. C_.T., T. P. A. and other 
traveling men’s organizations in Georgia and 
other states are to be pressed into the serv- 
ice of the United States food administra- 
tion in the oapacity of inspectors of hotels 
and restaurants, to see that the administra- 
tion’s rulings for all eating places are rigid- 
ly enforced. 

This new departure was made plain in in- 
structions received Tuesday night from 
Washington by the Georgia state food ad- 
ministrator, Dr. Andrew M. Soule. The travy- 
eling men are now being sent instructions 


post the proper notices in all public eating 
places, make reports on all violations of the 
rules that they observe and otherwise aid 
in the enforcement of all food regulations 
beginning at once. 

There have been écinstatinte against the 
non-observance of certain of the regulations 
by a good many such places, particularly in 
respect to the meatless and wheatless daya, 
and the administration has ordered a gen- 
eral rigid enforcement as a matter of pro- 
tection to householders and others who are 
observing the rules. 

Announcement also was made last night 
from the office here that the , State gather- 
ing of county administrators has been fixed 
for April 2 and 8, at the chamber of com- 
merce in Atlanta. At that time Chief Aide 
J. W. Hallowell, head of the states admin- 
28tration department of Mr. Hoover’s Wash- 
ington organization, will tell the Georgia 
organization why the food administration 
rules have been made, what must be ac- 
complished and give them intimate informa- 
tion on the food conditions abroad and the 
program of this country for the future.

ing of a school. . 

That there was a division of opinion in 
the matter was first made apparent Tues- 
day afternoon when a score of prominent 
women from the western part of Ansley 
Park, who favor the Spring street location 
of the school, attended a meeting in the 
council chamber that had been called in or- 
der that the special school board commit- 
tee might hear what proposition the Ansley 
Park advocates had to offer and to reach & 
decision, if possible, as to the means avalil- 
able for accepting the offer of the Ansley 
Park league for the school lot and financing 
the building. 

Urge Spring Street Building. 

“Let them build a school there if they 
want to,” said the Spring street advocates, 
among other things, “but first let the school 
be built on Spring street, where the greatest 
number of children will be served and where 
council intended a school should be built 
when it bought the Spring street lot for 
school purposes,” 

“Let us build the school in the park,” 
said the opponents of the Spring street fac- 
tion, “and let them have a school also. Two 
schools are not too many for this rapidly 
growing section. We now have 295 children 
that would attend a school built on the lot 
we advocate.” 

“Tf a school is to be built so it will be 
of any wse next fall, the work must be 
started without delay,” said an architect’ 
who was present. 

The members of the special committee, 
James Key, A. J. Orme and George F. Bu-. 
banks, frankly admitted they were in a 
quandary. Mr. Key stated that the school 
board had no power to purchase’ from the 
Ansley Park league, on the installment plan 
or otherwise, the school they offered to 
build. On the other hand, they recognized 
the fact that two schools are needed in the 
eighth ward, but they have only $15,000 to 
spend, which is not even sufficient for one 
building. 

A. J. Orme made an address in which he 
clearly stated both sides of the case and 
asked for the co-operation of both factions 
with the school board in order that a solu- 
tion of the matter might be found. 

Mr. Orme stated that in his opinion while 
each of the lots under discussion were valua- 
ble neither was ideal for school purposes. 
He also expressed the belief that further sta- 
tistics should be obtained by the committee, 
showing the number of children in a given 
area surrounding each of the lots.

James Il. Key stated that he had hoped

Ward school and was told that it had not; 
the members would merely make recommen- 
dations to the board and the board would 
yote on the matter. 

“The lot on Spring and HKighteenth streets 
was bought for school purposes,” said Mr. 
Alien, “and its purchase for that purpose 
prompted many people to purchase property 
and move to that neighborhood so their 
children would be near the school. We have 
been waiting a long time for the school and 
in the meantime residents of that section 
have been obliged to send their children to 
the Tenth Street school, which is badly over- 
crowded. 

“Build Spring Street School First.” 

‘If there are two schools needed, the 
Spring Street school should have the first 
attention of the school board. I think a 
census will show that more children would 
attend the Spring Street school than a school 
in the eastern part of Ansley Park, which 
could not be reached by a street car unless 
a long, round-about trip were made, and 
even then the children would haye to do 
some walking. There are no car. lines in 
Ansley Park nor are there likely to be any, 
so far as I know. The Spring street lot is 
near some of the best street car lines in the 
city and street cars are highly desirable in 
sending children to school.” 

Francis Kamper and Robert T. Parker, 
representing the Ansley Park element, stated 
that they had no objection to the Spring 
street lot and really felt that the city needed 
a school there, but this did not lessen the 
fact that there was a great need for a school 
in the section in which they offered a lot 
and offered to finance the building of a 
school. “A school on Spring street would 
make it necessary for many of the children 
from our section to walk a long distance or 
take a long street car ride,” they said. 

It is understood that as the members of 
the special committee do not feel that either 
lot is suitable for the location of a school 
building, they will make a canvass of the 
situation today and endeavor to find a loca- 
tion on which all parties interested will 
agree, and report this location favorably to 
the school board at the meeting to be held 
Thursday.

Eugenic Marriage Law and 
Other Measures Will Be} 
Asked if Present Campaign 
Steps Prove Ineffective. 


Three drastic steps are contemplated 
in plans prepared by the Georgia 
Board of Health in connection with its 
campaign, announced Monday morning, 
to stamp out the social disease in Geor- 
gia, 

Ome of these provides for the intro- 
duction of a bill which will require each 
Wrospective bride or bridegroom to 
furnish a signed statement attesting 
tv the fact that the signer has not 
been afflicted with such disease for 
five years past Or, if afflicted dur- 
ing that time, it must be shown that 
an official test has been given with 
negative results. As an alternative the 
applicant may present a health cer- 
tificate showing himself or herself to 
be free of the illness. 

Another step would contemplate the 
examination of all barbers and all 
waiters in the state, whether in restau- 
rarts or in soda fountains or elsewhere, 
presymably. It would be necessary for 
those who engage in such occupations 
to be certified to be without taint of 
u social disease. 

A third step would provide free pub- 
lic clinics in hospitals in the larger 
cities of the state, where people af- 
flicted with the diseases might receive 


These steps are part of a compre- 
hensive plan drewn up by Dr. T. E. 
Abercrombie and a federal official upon 
which the Georgia campaign will be 
based and are contemplated in the 
event that the work through physicians 
of the state and the publicity work 
contemplated by the board is not ef- 
fective, 

Arrangements are being made by the 
state board to provide the Wasserman 
blood test free of charge to Georgia 
applicants. Plans are also sketched to 
prepare from local draft boards the 
addresses of men who admitted in their 
questionnaires that they were or had 
been afflicted with these diseases. 

The health department will also en- 
list the aid of every police department 
to round 3 male and female vagrants 
who may be the means of spreading 
the disease and subjecting them each 
and everyone to an examination, but 
every effort will be made to secure 
the necessary legal authority. If the 
legislature does not pass the proposed 
measures then the health board will do 
its best to stamp out the social disease|§& 
evil by asking for voluntary Aue abs’ 
ance with its rules,

Washington, March-26.—“Ladies’ day”
